heart do frame this coacei(lion if it would make a refor- 
med Catholick ; honour them with the name of cauſes 
efficient of our Salvation ; but thus, nay as an efficient 
caule, in general is deſcribed, by all the Philoſophers z and 
{o morally has a name thus, that in general to be an <th- 
cient cauſe, whatſoever, in what ever way, has an operati- 
on and concourſe into one efteft. Davenant 39. all we 
deny, and, from that the word of God, a meritorious effi- 
ciency, or properly fo taken, againſt us is excepted 3 what 
can be more clear from the Word of God, that Eternal 
life is the reward of good works. — But Reader know, to 
ſuch a reward for which we now diſpute, there muſt be 
thoſe two ingredients abſolutely. 1. That there be a 
proportion of equality betwixt the labour and the reward, 
and that by the exa&t Jaw of Equity it be (o diftribured, 
ſo all our works (hall be thrown over the bench- ber of 

Heaven. 
And further,we adde this one conceſſion, if it carr avail, 
though there may not be a proportion of Equality,or-poize 
- or 
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or valour, yet as one tearms it, a proportion of conveni- 
ence, ſuchas is betwixt the ſeed and the frait, the fower 
and the reaper, Cc. Amongſt things of thefame- order, 
flowing from the ſame principle, having ſome connexion 
among themſelves 3 Grace is glory begun, Heaven upon 
earth, A famous manexplains it furrher thus, that word 
(accordingYholds out all and every relation amongſt two 
things , betwixt the good works of jultmen «nd eternal 
life z good works being a certain moral good, lite eternal, 
a phy (1:al good, and ſo both agree, though they be not 
of the ſame kind; and fo worth and dignity admits of a 
twofold ſenſe, one conſiſting in a relation of juſtice , as 
the workman 1s worthy of his wages 5 another confiſting 
19 a certain convenience of nature, facite ſraF ws peniten- 
tos dignos.
